The technical feature of the instant claims is the substrate of claim 14; however, this 
substrate is made obvious by Lee et al (US 2004/0146920). 
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Lee discloses a photoresist film coated on a glass substrate. The photoresist film is 
patterned by photolithography to form spot regions. A microarray thus prepared was incubated in 
a UV-Ozone cleaner for one hour and then activated so that the spot regions have — SiOH groups. 
The activated spot regions were filled with a 3% toluene solution of 3-glycidoxypropyl 
trimethoxysilane and then incubated at room temperature for one hour. See paragraph [0038]. 
The array thus form is bound to protein probes via the aldehyde end group. See paragraph 
[0027]. The probes can be proteins, nucleotides, polysaccharides, etc. See paragraph [0034].
